Small town reeling after Sunday morning mayhem

SUTHERLAND SPRINGS, TEXAS 
- A lone gunman stormed into a 
small community church Sunday 
and shot and killed more than two 
dozen people before fleeing and 
later being found dead several 
miles from the scene, authori- 


ties said. 


Witnesses said a white man 
in his 20s, dressed in all black 
and wearing a tactical vest, 
started shooting with an assault 
rifle as he approached the First 


Baptist Church in Sutherland 


Springs. Police say the gunman 
killed two people outside before 


entering the church and spray- 


ing bullets at the congregation 
during morning services in this 
countryside town about 30 miles 
southeast of San Antonio.

Local candidates find national issues matter to voters 


High interest seems to be stirred by politics in D.C.

Rich Updegrove has 
knocked on hundreds of doors 
as he campaigns for a Duluth 
City Council seat in Tuesday’s 
election. He expected to find 
disengagement from the con- 


tentious state of national poli- 
tics and people who believe 
their vote “really doesn’t mat- 
ter,” he said. 

He found the opposite. 

“Across the board, national 
politics comes up on the door- 
steps,” said Updegrove, a social 
studies teacher and first-time 


candidate. “But there’s no ‘Oh, 
I’m so put off or depressed.’ 
... They’re energized. They’re 
turned onto voting. They want 
to express themselves.” 
Political turmoil in Wash- 
ington is animating this year’s 
nonpartisan school board and 
city council races across Min- 
nesota. Voters’ attitudes pro- 
vide clues to their moods head- 


ing into 2018, when they’ll help 
decide control of both cham- 
bers of Congress and choose a 
new governor. 

Stephanie Barnacle, aschool 
board candidate in Mankato, 
said voters seem to be “more 
vocal and wanting to be [more] 
involved than in the past.”

Officials 
on alert 
in TB 
outbreak 


Drug-resistant strain has 
infected 17, mostly in 
Hmong elder community.

A Ramsey County outbreak 
of multi-drug resistant tuber- 
culosis has grown to 17 cases, 
making it the largest in the 
country and prompting state 
health officials to monitor sev- 
eral hundred more people who 
may have been exposed. 

The case presents another 
significant and costly chal- 
lenge for public health officials 
in Minnesota, who battled a 
stubborn measles outbreak 
this year. And patients affected 
by the outbreak have to endure 
long hospitalizations, close 
monitoring and a costly med- 
ication regimen that has more 
side effects than the two first- 
line antibiotics that are ineffec- 
tive against this strain. 

The outbreak has primar- 
ily affected elderly residents 
in the Hmong community, 
with 10 cases linked to a senior 
center where the first case was 
detected in 2016. Four other 
Hmong residents were also 
infected. 

So far six of the 17 people 
have died, three as a direct

Cabinet chief 
has Russian 
business ties 


Commerce’s Ross is 
investor in shipping giant.

NEW YORK - Newly leaked 
documents show that Com- 
merce Secretary Wilbur Ross, 
the Trump administration’s 
point man on trade and man- 
ufacturing policy, has a stake 
in a company that does busi- 
ness witha gas producer partly 
owned by Russian President 
Vladimir Putin’s son-in-law. 

According to records 
obtained by the International 
Consortium of Investigative 
Journalists (ICIJ), Ross is an 
investor in Navigator Holdings, 
a shipping giant that counts 
Russian gas and petrochemi- 
cal producer Sibur among 
its major customers. Putin’s 
son-in-law Kirill Shamalov

Dockless bike sharing on Nice Ride’s docket 


Pioneering nonprofit wants to replace ubiquitous green bicycles

A rite of late autumn in 
the Twin Cities involves hun- 
dreds of cheery green Nice 
Ride Minnesota bikes being 
gathered up and packed away 
for winter storage. But a big 
change is in the works for 
bike-sharing here, and it may 


make its debut as soon as next 
spring. 

Instead of pedaling a Nice 
Ride bike from station to sta- 
tion, cyclists will use smart- 
phone apps to locate and rent 
“dockless bikes” anywhere 
and leave them locked wher- 
ever they please. At least that’s 
the theory. The reality could 
be a bit different. 


“It’s bike-sharing 2.0,” 
observed Bill Dossett, Nice 
Ride Minnesota’s executive 
director. 

In the past year, the bike- 
sharing business model has 
been wildly upended, and 
nonprofit operators like Nice 
Ride are looking to adapt. Dos- 
sett says it could result in up to
